Oklahorm Genius Mads a T>-ip »c 
Washington D y Map. 

When the Oklahoma couatfv wa< 
opeued to settlement one of the firs' 
to get on the ground to get Lis pielt 
of lands and town lots was Dave 
Harvey. This man was burn ur.dei 
a lucky star. Things came his way 
while he lived in Topcka, and he had 
not been in Oklahoma MX BiOUths 
until he was a candidate for con- 
gress, lie was nominated and elect 
ed, serving one term. 

While Harvey resided In Topeka 
he schemed around and secured an 
election to the office of probate 
judpre. In those days the probate 
judge's office in Kansas was rated 
along with the best-paying gold 
mines. It was when the Vance pro- 
hibition law was doing business 
through tho medium of the Kansas 
drugstore. Under the law each 
druggist was supposed to put up five 
cents with the probate judge for 
every sale of red, vinous or malt 
liquors made for medical, scientific 
or mechanical purposes. In those 
days all a man had to do was to 
state the nature of his infirmity to 
the druggist, who recorded the fact 
in a b\<z book, and then proceeded in 
company with the invalid and his 
companions to the rear room, where 
the entire ttarty exemplified the 
Kansas system of irrigation. Such 
diseases as in-growing toe nails, 
corns, rheumatism, malaria, indi- 
gestion, kidney complaint and liver 
trouble yielded to this treatment. 
There was a great deal of sickness 
during the two vears when Harvey 
was probate judge, and had it not 
been that Dave saw greener fields in 
the new El Dorado he would have 
yielded to the demands of the peo- 
ple and served another term. 

After Harvey had passed through 
tho Oklahoma boom and had settled 
down to the law business in Okla- 
homa City, his good luck did not de- 
sert him. Two years in Washing- 
ton was all that he wanted. He 
confessed that the opportunities for 
making money there were not the 
best, and he was not satisfied with 
the paltry salary of S3, 000 a year. 
Harvey isn't a man of tempestuous 
temperament. In comparison with 
his usual calm demeanor a mild 
June morning is a raging cyclone. 
But, to use the Kansas vernacular, 
he manages to get there with beau- 
tiful regularity. 

Harvey went before the last ter- 
ritorial legislature with a proposition 
to work with the government to get 
school lands set aside for the use oj 
the territory out of the reservation 
soon to be opened to settlement. He 
said he would undertake this difficult 
and arduous labor for ten cents for 
each acre reserved. The legislature 
snapped up this bargain and ten- 
dered a vote of thanks to the ex- 
congressman for his liberality and 
willingness to aid the territory in 
securing lands that the people of 
Oklahoma might be able to educate 
their children. It was the offer of a 
public benefactor. His name was 
embalmed in the memory of the peo- 
ple of the territory by the local 
newspapers. 

A few days thereafter Harvey left 
for Washington. What he did there 
is not known, but a few months 
later when the Kickapoo .county 
was opened it was found that 100,- 
000 acres had been Veserved for 
school purposes. Harvey had not 
left his law office in Oklahoma City 
during all this time, but with a ter- 
ritorial map and tho use of a blue 
pencil a trip to the Kicka 
try was rendered unnece:

The report for September 1 consists 
•of replies from 148 correspondents, 
representing 101 counties, 

CORN. 

^fhe corn crop is matured, with late 
Qfefe materially damaged by late 
drouth. Late corn will be not only 
deficient in quantity, but inferior in 
quality Much of it is loose on cob, 
a feature that mauy attribute to inju- 
ry from ' chinch bug." This insect is 
reported as still present in great num- 
bers. 

Com cutting is now well underway, 
* kith the drying conditions now 
iling, will be complete in three 
eeks iu advance of the usual 
period. On the whole the crop may 
be set down as decidedly short of 
•crop of 1895, this, too, iu the face of 
the fact that a number of counties re- 
port the best crop ever raised. An- 
swers to question "Normal yield per 
acre'* give an average of 29 bushels, 
while the answers to question "Yield 
per acre now indicated" give an 
average of 31 bushels per acre. 

TOBACCO. 

It is estimated that three-fourths" 
of the tobacco crop was housed prior 
to September 1st. The remarkshls 
features are the early housing of the 
<5rop and the unanimity of report! 
damage by worms. The crop if 
It < tf ported fine in the counties between 
Louisville and Cincinnati, and south 
■of this aa far as Fayette, but. this 
•«eption, the damage reported from 
worms, ho* and dry weather is appall- 
ing. In only the counties of Grant, 
Greenup. Madiaon, Pendleton, Rob- 
ertson and Carroll is there no mention 
of damage to crop, while in many of 
the tobacco growing counties the loss 
is estimated at two-thirds. Replies to 
question "Yield per acre now indicat 
ed" give an average of 788 pounds 
per acre. 

HEMP. 

The hemp crop was mainly cut 
prior to September 1. The fibre is 
reported of good length, though there 
is some complaint of it being "flag- 
gy" 

PASTURES. 

Pastures in the west and south cen- 
tral sections show the effect of the 
hot, dry weather that prevailed dur- 
iug the month. In some counties 
the change from an usually exuber- 
ant growth to a dry and parched con- 
dition in so short a time is quite phe- 
nomenal. However, a good general 
average condition is shown in the 
centage, being 94. 

LIVE STOOK. 

A large majority of correspondents 
report live stock in excellent condi- 
tion. There is a notable absence this 
month of complaints of annoyance 
fro*l flies. Less than the usual 
amptiut of hog cholera is reported. 
Cattle are scarce, the supply of that 
class called "feeders" is short of a de- 
mand, and, as compared with the 
average year, is 82 per cent. The 
production of horses and mules has 
fallen off until the percentage of 
horses and mules foals this year, is 
but 60 and 55 per cent respectively. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The season has not been favorable 
of late to fall plowing. The amount 
da»», as compared with au average 
yeijr", is but 63 per cent. A number 
of correspondent report a disposition 
to curtail the acreage of wheat, owing 
to the presence of the "chinch bug'

FaUlng Prices. 

Falling prices lead to lower waged 
and enforced idleness, and for such loss 
in income the wage-earner is not by any 
neans compensated, for retail prices, for 
reasons that are obvious, fall but slow- 
ly, and not so far or fast as the Income 
of the woge-earner. So the wage-earner 
Is impoverished by falling prices, even 
though nominal rates of wages may be 
kept from fulling commensurately with 
the fall in wholesale price*. And the 
result of this is, of course, that neither 
farmer nor manufacturer can reduce 
the cost of production proportionately 
with a fail of prices of their products, 
such as is inseparable from an approach- 
ing measure of value. In ability to re- 
duce interest charges, taxes and rents 
at all, and inability to cut wages as 
fast as wholesale prices fall, make this 
out of the question. Consequently, fall- 
ing prices cut into the profits of the 
fanner and manufacturer, and thus lead 
to curtailed production, the result of 
which must be enforced idleness to 
many wage-earners, and enforced idle- 
ness for many soon leads through the 
struggle for work to lower wages for
